I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Staveley. 

The  year’s  workings  have  been  very  satisfactory.  As 
mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  Report  there  is  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  193G.  As  1  explained,  comparative  figures 
were  difKcult  to  get  during  1936  as  the  previous  year,  which 
was  the  first  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  was  not  a  com¬ 
plete  year. 

One  feels  now  that  the  bulk  of  the  organisation  and  the 
various  unforeseen  circumstances  which  arise  in  administra¬ 
tion  under  a  newly  formed  authority  have  been  settled  and 
dealt  with  and  that  the  work  is  now  proceeding  more  rapidly 
and  smoothly  along  well  tried  and  organised  lines.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(1)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  nursing  in  the  home  is  undertaken  by  the  Urban 
District  Council. 

(2)  Midwives. 

Are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council. 

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  bacteriological  work  is  done  at  the  Bacteriological 
Department  of  the  County  Council  at  Derby.  Chemical 
analysis  is  done  by  the  County  Analyst  at  Derby. 
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(4)  Hospitals. 

It  was  hoped  that  commencement  would  have  been 
made  with  providing  more  accommodation  at  Mastin  Moor 
Hospital,  but  the  matters  have  been  somewhat  held  up. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases. — Dronfield,  Langwith,  Mastin 
Moor,  Morton,  Penmore  and  Spital  Hospitals  have  Motor 
Ambulances. 

(bj  Non-Infectious  Diseases. — Motor  Ambulances  are 
maintained  by  the  Staveley  Coal  &  Iron  Company,  Limited. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

County  Clinic,  Brimington  Road,  Chesterfield. — Tuber¬ 
culosis,  School  Clinics  for  minor  ailments  and  a  Dental 
Chnic  ai'e  carried  on  in  this  building.  Infant  Welfare  and 
Pre-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Barrow  Hill  and  Staveley. 

Dental  Clinic,  minor  ailments,  infant  welfare  and  ante¬ 
natal  clinics  are  also  held  in  the  new  building  at  Staveley. 

The  County  Council  provide  treatment  for  venereal 
disease  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

New  Legislation. 

The  Housing  Act  of  1936  came  into  force  during  the 
year. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  a  12  inch  main  has  been  laid  from 
Barrow  Hill  to  Troughbrook  Lodge  which  has  had  the  effect 
of  improving  the  supply  generally  to  the  higher  parts  of  the 
Urban  District. 

A  scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  mains  from 
liOwgates  to  Norbriggs  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Health.  The  effect  of  these  works  will  improve  considerably 
the  sujjply  to  IMastin  Moor  and  Woodthorpe. 
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it  lias  beeu  arranged  that  samples  shall  be  taken  at 
regular  intervals  of  the  domestic  supplies  in  the  district. 
There  is  close  co-operation  between  your  officials  and  the 
officials  of  the  North-East  Derbyshire  Joint  Water  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  all  results  of  analyses  of  water  are  obtained  by 
both  sets  of  officials. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  representations  have  been  made  in 
respect  of  14  areas,  comprising  109  houses. 

Inquiries  were  held  on  25th  May,  1937  and  23rd 
November,  1937. 

In  regard  to  the  inquiry  of  25th  May,  concerning  8 
areas  and  comprising  81  houses,  the  Orders  were  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  in  all  cases. 

The  result  of  the  Inquiry  of  23rd  November,  1937  of  the 
remainder  of  the  houses  is  not  yet  known. 

With  regard  to  the  housing  in  the  Urban  district,  the 
Council  may  consider  themselves  fortunate  that  difficulties 
concerning  site  problems  are  comparatively  slight  and  that 
suitable  sites  have  been  obtained  within  the  Urban  district. 

It  is  not  to  be  thought  that  although  the  five  years 
programme  is  now  practically  completed,  housing  work  will 
stop,  with  the  building  of  large  numbers  of  Council  houses 
and  also  new  dwellings  erected  by  private  enterprise,  the 
standard  of  housing  has  risen  enormously  during  the  past 
five  or  six  years  and  certain  amenities  which  were  looked 
upon  ten  years  ago  as  being  almost  luxuries  in  the  small 
type  of  house  are  now  practically  necessities  and  it  may  w’ell 
be  that  legislation  in  the  near  future  will  insist  that  all 
dwellings  are  provided  with  such  amenities.

DISEASE. 


Diphtheria. 

41  cases  of  Diplitlieria  were  notified  during  the  past 
year  as  against  57  for  the  previous  year.  Of  the  41  cases 
notified  three  died  giving  a  case  mortality  of  6.97%  as 
against  5.26%  last  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  16  fewer  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified  this  year.  Unfortunately,  as  last  year,  there 
were  three  fatal  cases.  Considering  that  there  has  been  a 
large  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  surrounding 
districts  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  the  numbers 
are  not  unduly  large. 

Immunisation. 

Only  seven  children  presented  themselves  for  immunisa¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  five  were  given  one  dose  of  Alum 
precipitated  Toxoid  and  two  were  given  two  doses. 

79  children  who  had  been  immunised  the  previous  year 
were  bchick  tested  and  of  those,  ten  showed  a  positive 
reaction.  All  the  ten  cases  giving  positive  Schick  reactions 
hud  been  given  one  dose  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid. 
Following  this  result  the  universal  practice  is  now  to  give 
two  doses  of  A.P.T. 

Regarding  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Urban 
District,  it  is  curious  to  note  that  again  the  majority  of 
cases  have  come  from  Hollingwood  and  Poolsbrook  and  very 
few  from  the  town  itself.  As  I  remarked  last  year  one  sees 
far  more  children  playing  together  in  the  streets  of  Holling¬ 
wood  and  Poolsbrook  than  one  does  in  the  town. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

26  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  31 
for  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease.  Once  again  it  will  be  noted  that  the  notifications  of 
Scarlet  Fever  are  far  below  those  of  Diphtheria.  The  disease 
is  still  maintaining  its  mild  form  with  very  few  complica¬ 
tions. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.

The  open  air  swimming  bath  at  Ringwood  Hall  has  been 
inspected.

District  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1987.  The  Report 
follows  the  lines  of  previous  Annual  Reports,  the  Sanitary 
Section  being  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1987,  and 
this  year  the  Public  Cleansing  Section  for  the  financial  year 
ending  81st  March,  1938. 

The  past  year  has  again  seen  much  activity  in  both 
sections,  in  the  Sanitary  Section  considerable  work  has  been 
carried  out  in  regard  to  Slum  Clearance  and  the  supervision 
and  inspection  of  overcrowding,  also  the  preparation  for 
conversion  of  pails  and  privy  middens. 

In  connection  with  the  Slum  Clearance  areas  and 
individual  unfit  houses,  much  useful  work  has  been  accom¬ 
plished.  An  additional  Slum  Clearance  programme  was 
submitted  to  the  Committee. 
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In  submitting  this  report  may  I  once  again  take  the 
opportunity  of  tendering  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  constant  support, 
and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation,  and  finally,  the  staff  of 
the  Cleansing  Department  for  their  ever  ready  assistance 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their 
duties  during  the  year.

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Slum  Clearance  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

During  the  year  14  clearance  areas  have  been  repre¬ 
sented  to  the  Council  affecting  109  houses  and  displacement 
of  372  persons.  In  addition  20  houses  were  submitted  for 
individual  unfit  houses.  Of  the  clearance  areas  81  houses 
were  confimed  by  the  Ministry  and  of  the  individual  unfit 
houses  17  w’ere  not  contested,  the  owners  of  the  remaining 
three  houses  giving  an  undertaking  to  carry  out  all  necessary 
repairs. 

Two  clearance  areas  were  demolished  during  the  year 
and  sites  cleared,  a  total  of  29  houses.  One  individual  unfit 
house  was  demolished  and  the  site  cleared.

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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  cow¬ 
sheds  and  dairies  in  the  area.  There  were  no  complaints 
with  regard  to  the  wholesomeness  of  milk  produced  within 
or  brought  into  the  district. 

There  are  46  cowkeepers,  8  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors 
and  37  retail  purveyors  on  the  register. 

62  inspections  of  premises  have  been  made  and  the 
buildings  found  to  be  satisfactory.  All  cowsheds  and  dairies 
were  cleansed  and  limewashed  twice  during  the  year,  two 
cowsheds  have  been  entirely  remodelled  and  two  new 
dairies  were  built.

There  are  three  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  No  notices  have  been  issued  during  the  year  and 
the  premises  have  been  kept  clean  and  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.

Soft  Fruits  and  Confectionery. 

Frequent  inspections  of  shops  and  stalls  were  made  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  unsound  articles  and  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  no  complaints  were  necessary.  The  shopkeepers 
showed  willingness  to  listen  to  any  suggestions  made  for 
the  protection  from  dust  and  dirt  of  articles  exposed  for 
sale. 
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Bakehouses. 

There  are  eight  bakehouses  in  the  district.  The 
premises  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state  and  no  complaints 
had  to  be  made. 


OffensiYe  Trades. 

There  were  two  premises  in  the  area,  one  blood  boiling 
and  gut  scraping,  and  one  tripe  boiling.  In  the  case  of  tripe 
boiling,  a  Statutory  iNotice  was  issued  for  considerable 
repairs  to  be  done,  but  the  owners  decided  to  close  tlie 
premises  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Inquiries  are  made  into  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases, 
and  any  defects  or  nuisances  are  dealt  with.  Disinfectant 
is  given  out  free  and  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out 
where  desired. 

During  the  year  67  premises  have  been  visited  and  70 
rooms  disinfected. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  at  cost  price  to  any  house¬ 
holder,  a  special  bottle  being  provided. 

Workshops. 

There  are  two  classes  as  workplaces  and  25  as  work¬ 
shops,  the  latter  all  in  a  small  way.  The  number  of  visits 
paid  during  the  year  was  27  and  no  nuisances  arose  nor 
regulations  broken.  There  are  five  outworkers  in  the  district, 
who  work  at  lace,  lace  curtains  and  nets. 

Privy  Conversions. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  connection  and 
thirty  pad  closets  have  been  converted  during  the  year,  also 
8  privies  converged  into  the  water  carriage  system. 

Satisfactory  proceedings  are  being  made  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  51  pails  and  20  privies  at  Barrow  Hill  and  most 
of  the  remaining  privy  middens  in  the  area.

A  number  of  cesspools  still  remain  and  during  the  year 
a  Statutory  Xotiie  was  issued  to  reline  one  cesspool  and 
relay  all  drains.  This  was  carried  out.  Two  notices  were 
also  sent  for  overflowing  cesspools. 

Storage  of  Petroleum. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  was  15  and  the  quantity 
sanctioned  to  be  stored  was  188,000  gallons. 

Two  licences  were  granted  to  store  280  lbs.  of  Carbide  of 
Calcium. 

The  whole  of  the  licences  granted  covered  for  storage 
in  bulk  and  special  tanks. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  twelve  living  caravans  and  similar  structures 
in  the  district,  26  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  In 
respect  of  three  of  the  vans,  “Individual  Unfit’’  notices 
were  served  on  the  owners,  who  decided  not  to  contest  the 
notices. 

Houses  let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  such  houses  in  the  district. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  six 
householders  on  the  Common  Spot  Housing  Estate  regarding 
a  uiusance  from  rats,  liat  poison  baits  were  laid  and  a  local 
lat  catcher  employed.  The  infected  houses  were  cleared  and 
no  further  complaints  were  received.

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  c  leansing 
and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens,  ashpits,  dust 
bins  and  pail  closets  and  for  the  cleansing  and  maintenance 
of  Public  Sanitary  Conveniences.

3.  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  method  of  Eefuse  Disposal  in  the  Urban  District 
is  that  of  land  reclamation.  For  this  purpose  the  Council 
own  seven  acres  of  land  at  Back  Lane,  which  is  fairly 
central  for  the  area.  This  land  is  nearing  completion  as  a 
tip  and  the  Committee  will  soon  have  to  consider  a  future 
method  of  disposal. 

1.  By  the  purchase  or  leasing  of  land  to  be  used  for 
tipping. 

2.  The  provision  of  a  mechanical  separation  and  salvage 
plant  combined. 

The  character  and  composition  of  the  refuse  does  not 
materially  alter  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  collection 
is  from  miners’  homes  who  have  home  coal  supplied. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  on  the  tip  by 
persons  wilfully  setting  fire  to  it  and  raking  out  loose 
materials.  Warnings  are  posted  and  several  persons  have 
been  reported  to  the  Committee.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Council  should  take  proceedings  when  proof  of  damage 
or  fire  can  be  ascertained,  as  a  great  deal  of  work  and 
expense  is  incurred  in  dealing  with  fires,  etc. 

The  following  table  gives  the  particulars  of  collection 
by  the  vehicles. 
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(a)  Trade  Refuse. 

A  weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  made,  one  bin 
being  allowed  for  each  snop,  additional  refuse  is  charged 
at  a  flat  rate  of  7/6  per  annum. 


(b)  Nightsoil  Collections. 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  horse  and  cart,  and  the
